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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the EngUsh language. 

2. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yemini et al (US 
2002/0091855 Al). 

Regarding claim 13, Yemini et al. disclose a network communication system (Figure 8) 
comprising a source node (such as node "B") and a sink node (such as node "F") coupled by an 
intermediate node (such as node "C" or "G") , the network communications system comprising: 

means for defining a datapath between the source node and the sink node, the datapath 
being represented as a sequence of labels (pages 6 and 7, paragraphs [0071]-[0077]; page 10, 
paragraph [0114]), 

each label identifying a portion of the datapath between a pair of nodes in the datapath, 
and each label also containing a value of a communication attribute of the portion of the datapath 
identified by the label, the communication attribute selected from a group consisting of 
wavelength, frequency, shim, and time slot (specifically, Yemini et al. disclose wavelength as a 
communication attribute; Figure 8; page 10, paragraph [01 14]), and 

wherein a wavelength field in each label contains the value the of the communication 
attribute for the portion of the datapath identified by the label (Yemini et al. discloses that a 
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wavelength field in a label contains the value of the wavelength for the portion of the datapath; 
page 10, paragraph [0114]). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art, including Yemini et al. and Dantu (US 6,532,088 Bl), does not specifically 

disclose or fairly suggest a method or system including all the elements, steps, and Umitations 
recited in claims 1 or 8, particularly including the combination of establishing a datapath as a 
sequence of labels in an optical communication network, each label including a wavelength field 
containing a value of a wavelength fi-equency to be used for communication over a 
corresponding portion of the datapath associated with the label; converting a wavelength field of 
a first label to another wavelength of a second label and forwarding traffic accordingly, including 
updating the sequence of labels; and transmitting the second wavelength label to the source of 
the datapath.

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 13 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
